A  RECIPE  FOR  A  HOME- 
MADE  STINK-BOMB. 

By   Cicero 

The  first  ingredient  is  fer- 
rous  sulphide  (FeS).  This  is 
a  brown  powder  whioh  may 
either  be  purchased  at  a  che- 
mist's,  or  made  as  follows: — 
7  parts  (iby  weight)  of  iron 
filings  are  thoroughly  mixed 
with  4  parts  of  flowers  of  sul- 
phur;  the  resultant  mixture  is 
heated  and  left  to  cool. 

The  second  and  last  ingred- 
ent  is  hydrochloric  said  (HCl) 
wh'ich  can  be  purchased  at  any 
chemist's,  or,  which  is  chea- 
per,  at  any  shop  which  sells 
supplies  for  soldering.  Sul- 
phuric  acid  may  be  used  in- 
stead  of  this. 

To  make  a  stirtk-lbomb  the 
ferrous  sulphide  is  dropped 
into  a  strong  flask,  and  the 
acid  poured  over  it  until  the 
level  is  approximately  twice 
as  high  as  the  level  of  the 
powder  was.  The  flask  is 
then  quiokly  corked  very  tigfht 
and  preferably  sealed.  To 
produce  a  stink  the  fla-sk  is 
opened  or  smashed. 

Another  method,  suitable 
for  class-rooms,  where  the 
smell  is  to  be  (produced  on  the 
Sipot,  is  to  place  the  ferrous 
sulphide  into  an  open  dish,  to 
pour  the  acid  over  it  as  in  the 
last  paragra^ph,  and  to  bunk 
unless  you  are  wearing  a  gas- 
mask. 

The  gas  produced  has  a 
very  strong  smell  of  rotten 
eggs.  This  method  has  been 
tried  by  the  author  with  great 
success.

His  fa- 
ther was  Shakespeare  Sr.  and 
his  «mother  was  Mrs. 
Shakes/peare.  He  married  a 
girl  called  Annie  Haste  away, 
who  was  a  very  remarkable 
lady,  as  she  married  our  Willie 
at  the  age  of  25,  when  Willie 
was  still  in  school  and  a  strip- 
ling  of  17. 

In  the  early  part  of  his  life 
he  lived  in  the  famous  Wind- 
sor  Castle  with  his  8  merry 
wives  (this  was  one  of  the 
secrets  that  he  kept  from  his 
wife).  It  was  there  that  he 
wrote  Home,  Sweet  Home, 
Merry  Widow  Omelette,  etc. 
He  wrote  much  a-do  about  tra- 
gedies,  comedies  and  errors. 
He  was  never  very  rieh  as  he 
was  only  famous  for  his 
plays  and  died  in  beggary. 
Most  of  his  plays  werfe 
horrible  tragedies  and 
many  of  them  have  Iby  now 
been  dramatised. 

He  creates  his  women  with 
a  stroke  of  his  pen  thus  it  is 
im'possible  to  find  a  hamlet 
among  them.  There  are  some 
passages  in  his  verses  that 
are  quite  pretty  such  as : — 

"Spoil  the  rod  and  bare  the 
child." 

Besides  writing  ethereal 
lines  he  often  makes  stupid 
mistakes: — e.g.  "The  child  is 
father  to  the  man." 

Shakespeare's  sonnets  are 
not  autobiographical  otheirwise 
we  should  know  more  of  his 
life.  At  last  he  died  of  ill 
health  in  the  year  1771  and 
his  funeral  was  such  a  nice 
one  that  it  took  seven  men  to 
carry  the  hier.

LETTER  TO  THE  EDITOR 


THE  HONGKEW  PARK     i 
SPORTS  MEET. 

The  big  Hongkew  Park 
Sports  Meet  was  eagerly  look- 
ed  forward  to  by  our  girls  and 
boys,  who  had  trained  weh 
and  needless  to  say  were  very 
ihopef ul  for  we  were  determin- 
ed  to  uphold  the  school  tradi- 
tion  in  the  coming  meet.  A 
great  deal  of  hard  work  had 
been  put  into  the  pyramids 
under  the  able  direction  of 
Mr.  Beckerman.  But  I  must 
admit  that  everybody  regard- 
ed  the  display  with  sad  fore- 
bodings  and  no  one  really  be- 
iieved  that  it  wouid  prove 
successful.  There  was  very 
little  coordination  during  the 
iraining  periods  and  hte  mer- 
ching  was  a  sorry  sight.  Not 
once  did  we  see  a  straight  line 
and  the  Girls'  School  was 
never  ready  when  the  whistle 
blew.  The  only  thing  that  we 
thought  might  be  a  success 
were  the  pyramids.  They 
were,  however,  changed  in 
the  eleventh  hour  when  it  was 
decided  to  let  the  P.T.H.G. 
have  a-n  independent  display. 
But  the  last  rehearsal  on  Fri- 
day,  12th.  did  give  us  some 
hope.  '  ^ 

Our  enthusiasm  wa?s  some- 
what  damped  when,  on  arriv- 
ing  at  Hongkew  Park,  we  were 
told  that  the  Sports  meet  had 
been  postponed  for  one  day. 

Hongkew  Park  was  filled 
with  students  from  many 
'  schüols,  numbering  several 
thousands  in  sM.  Flags  were 
fluttering  in  the  Ibreeze,  drums 
were  rolling  and  the  whole 
presented  a  scene  of  great  ex- 
citem.ent  and  expectation.  We 
proceeded  to  the  tent  which 
had  been  pitched  for  us  by 
our  scouts  and  prepared  our- 
selves  for  the  parade.  After 
the  parade  in  which  we  came 
cvff  well  enough  except  that 
the  marching  was  somewhat 
faulty  at  times,  we  strolled 
around,  awaiting  our  turn  for 


the  display.  For  this  we  did 
have  to  wait  quite  some  time, 
which,  however,  we  spent  in 
eating,  drinking,  and  watch- 
ing  the  displays  of  the  other 
schools.  At  last  our  turn 
came.  Lining  up  in  singie 
file,  boys  in  front  and  girls 
behind,  with  the  two  flags 
preceding  we  marched  into 
the  field. 

The  exercises  a?nd  the 
marching,  that  went  before 
the  pyramids  were  very  suc- 
cessful, except  for  some  miä- 
takes  in  the  marching.  The 
human  towers  were  »  great 
success  and  im,pressed  all 
spectators.  They  went  up 
snappily  and  with  wonderful 
coordination.  The  star  of  the 
Performance  was  Basil  Lee, 
who  stood  on  the  summit  of 
the  25  foot  central  tower,  and 
as  »  crowning  feat  balanced 
the  two  flags  on  the  boys  be- 
low  him. 

All  our  hopes  were  destroy- 
ed,  however,  when  we  were 
told  that  our  boys  would  not 
be  allowed  to  run.  Very  much 
disappointed,  we  called  it  » 
day  and  went  home.  Later  it 
was  revealed  that  our  papers 
had  miscarried  and  that  we 
had  not  been  entered  in  the 
competition. 

Contrary  to  expectations, 
we  received  several  prizes  for 
our  display,  which  consisted 
of  a  dozen  fountain  pens,  a 
numiber  of  towels  and  some 
banners  emibroidered  with 
Chinese  Sports  Slogans.

It  is  a  recognized  fact  that 
both  the  Public  and  Thomas 
Hanbury  Schools,— now  that 
summer  is  apiproaching  — 
could  and  sihould  field  ex- 
cellent  softiball  teams,  but 
sad  to  relate  the  future  of 
these  teams  have  been  al- 
ready  decided  a  failure. 

These  decisions  have  been 
made  solid  by  behaviours  of 
prominent  P.  T.  H.  softball- 
ers ;  due  to  the  fact  that  tihey 
abandon  their  schools  to  play 
in  other  teams,  and  for  other 
clubs. 

The  cream  of  our  players 
taken  away  from  us,  from 
their  söhool — which  some  day 
they '11  be  proud  of— to  play 
in  other  teams,  and  against 
their  school;  that  idea  :s 
albsolutely   unheard  of!

Sports  in  school  life  is  as 
imijortan/t  as  studies,  and  rs 
there  is  an  active  sporting 
Society  in  school,  pupils  of  the 
Public  and  Thomas  Hanbury 
Schools,  in  sport,  as  in  stud- 
ies, should  come  under  the 
Jurisdiction  of  the  school,  and 
play  for  the  Sdhool,  when  oc- 
casion  demands  it. 

I  submit  that  any  person 
refusing  in  any  way  to  Sup- 
port their  school  in  this 
branch  of  sport,  or  in  any 
other  branch  of  sport,  sihould 
be  similarly  refused  the 
studies  of  the  school....

The  season  started  rather 
glumly  when  an  unbalanced 
and  undertrained  school  first 
team  lost  8-2  to  the  Aurora  at 
the  latter's  ground  in  the  end 
of  October  last.  At  ha!f-t:me 
the  score  was  5-0,  but  our 
team,  disregarding  advice  to 
play  a  defence  game,  attacketi 
with  lots  of  spirit,  and  ne:ted 
two  goals,  missing  three, 
carrying  on  to  the  bitter  end 
and  setting  a  good  example  of 
sportsmanship. 

After  this  heavy  loss  the 
Players  confined  themselves  to 
practice  until  Jan.  15th,  w'iien 
a  reorganized  first  team,  re- 
inforced  by  Mr.  Beckerman, 
played  a  revenge  game  agamst 
the  Aurora,  drawing  2-2.  Oiir 
goals  were  shot  by  Rozario 
and  Sarkari,  and  it  was  only 
due  to  the  pessimism  of  our 
team  that  we  didn*(   win. 

A  week  after  that  the  school 
second  mini-soccer  team  play- 
ed the  St.  John's  Flying  Eagles 
at  tlie  latter's  ground,  losing 
4-2.  The  ground  v/as  cxtremely 
wet  and  slippery,  and  we  play. 
ed  one  short  because  a  few  of 
our  best  players  were  absent, 
as  were  the  reserves. 

The  first  victory  on  the 
school's  books  came  when  the 
junior  team  defeated  the 
Victoria  Whites  2-1  during  the 
Chinese  New  Year  Holidays  in 
a  muddy  encounter. 

On  Wednesday,  February 
9th  the  P.  T.  H.  played  the  St. 
Joan  of  Arc*s  College,  the 
school  being  let  off  at  the 
second  period.  There  were 
two  games,  a  senior  one  and  a 
junior  one.  The  weather  was 
good,  but  the  S.  J.  A.  ground, 
on  which  the  games  took  place 
is  small  and  uneven,  the  goals 
being  unequal.  Here  are  the 
results,  reproduced  from  the 
notes  taken  down  during  the 
match. 

The  junior  game,  which  took 
place  first,  began  by  our  school 
drawing  first  blood,  whereupon 
the  opponents  took  the  lead 
until  the  end  of  the  first  half, 
scoring  twice.  Towards  the 
close  of  the  half  P.  Ozorio 
netted  a  beautiful  long-dis- 
tance  shot.  The  second  half 
opened  with  a  few  attacks  of 
the  opponents,  but  our  Juniors 
scored  first,  immediately  fol- 
lowed  by  the  S.  J.  A.  After 
this  the  P.  T.  H.  went  all  out, 
but  its  efforts  were  unsuccess- 


ful  for  quite  a  while,  un»til 
finally  our  team  managed  t© 
score  once  again,  winning  4-3. 
The  game  was  rough,  the 
enemy  forwards  charging  our 
goalie  time  and  again.  Ozorio 
at  centre-half,  Skenazi  in  the 
goal,  W.  Stock  at  füll  back  and 
Encarnacao  in  the  forward  line 
gave  good  Performances. 

The  senior  game  began  with 
fast  dribbling  and  kicking 
without  any  marked  result, 
until  the  opponents  scored. 
The  dribble-and-kick  game  re- 
commenced,  until  our  team 
scored  off  a  terrific  kick-off 
from  our  goal,  which  landed 
Square  in  the  goal-mouth.  The 
opponents  scored  twice  more 
that  half,  the  first  a  high  shot 
that  dropped  in  just  under  the 
bar,  and  the  other  a  fast  shot 
from  the  left  wing.  In  the 
second  half  the  opponents 
opened  the  score  again,  wh(:re- 
upon  our  team  scored  after  a 
melee  in  the  ooal-mouth.  The 
game  ended  with  a  penalty 
apiece,  with  Kirushkin  scoring 
ours,  making  the  final  result 
a  5-3  loss  for  us.  Our  players 
were  riot  used  to  the  ground, 
and|  the  com^bination  of  our 
team  was  spoiled  due  to  the 
absence  of  wing  halves,  as,  on 
the  insistance  öf  the  S.  J.  A. 
the  game  was  nine  men  a  side. 
Our  stars  were  Kirushkin  and 
Fleisher  as  forwards  and  C. 
Stock  in  the  defense. 

On  Saturday,  Feb.  19th,  the 
inter-form  league,  which  had 
been  postponed  several  times, 
was  finally  started.  Form  III 
narrowly  defeated  Form  II 1-0, 
while  in  the  second  game  a 
mixed  team,  originally  Forms 
V  and  VI,  but  with  seven 
Players  from  other  forms,  beat 
Form  IV  by  4-0.

CHESS 

By  Elia  Shpunt 
FÖR  BEGINNERS 

The  chess-iboard  is  divided 
into  sixty-four  chequered 
Squares.  Each  side  has  as  fol- 
lows : — 

A  King,  a  Queen,  two  Rooks, 
or  Castles,  twoi  Knights  and 
two  Bishops,  The  eight  men  in 
front  are  called  Pawns. 

The  board  is  so  set  at  the 
beginning  of  the  game  that 
each  player  has  a  white 
Square  at  the  right  band  end 
of  the  row  nearest  to  him. 

The  Rook,  knight  and 
Bishop  nearer  to  the  King  are 
known  as  King's  Rook,  King*s 
Knight  and  King's  Bishop;  the 
other  three  are  known  as  the 
Queen's  Rook,  Queen's  Knight 
and  Queen's  Bishop. 

Briefly  described  the  pow- 
ers  of  the  various  pieces  and 
of  pawns  are  as  follows : — 

The  King  may  move  in  any 
direction  only  one  square  at  a 
time  except  in  "castling".  Two 
Kings  can  never  be  on  ad- 
jacent  Squares. 

The  Queen  moves  in  any 
direction  ei t her  diagonally  or 
parallel  to  the  sides  of  the 
board,  whether  forwards  or 
,backwards.  An  Opponent  in 
her  way  she  may  take,  a 
piece  of  her  own  colour  in 
front  or  back  stops  her  from 
advancing.  She  is  the  mcst 
powerful  piece  on  a  chess- 
board  for  she  can  move  either 
as  a  rook  or  as  a  bishop. 

Rooks  move  parallel  to  the 
sides  to  the  'board,  forwards 
or  backwards. 

Bishop  moves  diagonally  in 
any  direction  whether  back- 
wards or  forward. 

The  King,  Queen,  Rooks  and 
Rishops  may  capture  any  for- 
men w^hich  Stands  anywhere 
within  their  respective  ranges, 
and  the  knights  can  capture 
,lhe  adverse  men  which  stand 
upon  the  Squares  to  which 
they  can  leap. 

The  King  cannot  capture 
any  man  which  is  protected 
by  another  man.  Each  Pawn 
for  its  first  move  from  its 
original  position,  may  advance 
either  one  or  two  Squares 
straight  forward,  but  after- 
wards one  Square  only.  A 
Pawn  can  never  move  back- 
wards, it  can  capture  only 
^diagonally,  one  square  to  its 
right  or  left.  When  a  Pawn 
arrives  at  the  eighth  square, 
it  must  be  exchanged  for  an- 
other piece  of  the  same  colour 
so  that  a  player  may  have  two 
or  more  queens  on  a  board  at 
the  same  time.  (To  be  con- 
tinued  in  the  next  issue).

The 
masters'  minions,  the  prefects, 
did  their  best  to  Imitate  their 
preceptors    and   were   always 
inventing  now  ways  of  making 
schoel-life   unbearable   to  the 
boys.   They  oppressed  them  to 
the  exteni    of    insisting  that 
they  fall   into  line  when  the 
assemibly-bell   rang  and  that 
they  cease  talking  as  soon  as 
they  entered  their  forms.  This 
created  hot  and  unappeasable 
hatred   for  the   prefects   and 
their  colleagues,  the  monitors. 
Idenlists  and  agitators  called 
this  sort  of  treatment  bully- 
ing.     The     scholars     heartily 
shared  this  opinion. 

Rebellion  was  rife.  The 
tyrant.s  strove  to  arrest  the 
oncoming  tide  through  the  in. 
troduction  of  a  new  system  of 
punishment,  viz.  the  bad 
marks  and  the  black  list,  but 
they  were  made  to  realise  that 
it  was  of  no  effect. 

The  malcontents  found  their 
leaders  in  two  prefects  who 
had  been  demoted  because  of 
their  too  mild  treatment  of 
their  charges.  They  per- 
suaded  their  Juniors  that  the 
only  way  to  freedom  was 
through  revolution.  They  de- 
cided  to  throw  off  the  yoke 
that  they  had  (borne  for  so 
long,  at  10.30  a.m.  the  next 
day,  March  15th.  They  chose 
that  particular  moment  since 
it  was  break  and  the  tyrants 
were  all  assembled  in  the 
common-room,  enjoying  their 
cup  of  tea,  unsuspecting  of 
their  impending  doom. 

Accordingly  as  the  fatal 
moment  arrived,  three  of  the 
conspirators  proceeded  to  the 
common-room,      locked      the 


door  quietly  from  the  out 
side,  posted  a  sentry  before  it 
and  informed  their  prisoners 
that  the  time  of  tyranny  was 
at  an  end,  and  that  they,  the 
boys,  were  fully  resolved  to 
enjoy  and  defend  their  newly- 
won  freedom.  An  astonished 
silence  greeted  this  announce- 
ment.  This  task  accomplished, 
the  conspirators  proceeded  to 
the  school-hall  where  they  nad 
called  the  school  together,  and 
informed  them  in  glowing 
terms  and  aniid  continuou- 
cheering  that  the  rule  of 
tyranny  was  a  thing  of  +he 
past.  They  proclaimed  equal- 
ity  among  the  students  and 
forthwith  abolished  the  pre- 
fect  System  and  the  appelation 
of  **studen:'\  as  they  did  not 
deem  it  suitable  nor  in  agree- 
ment  wilh  their  new  vocation. 
They  announced  that  nobody 
would  be  allowed  to  study. 
Games  would  be  the  only  ac- 
tivity  permitted..  A  govern- 
ing body  was  elected  which 
ratifiod  all  the  resolutions  ad- 
opted at  the  meeting  and 
suggested  the  motto  "All  play 
and  no  werk !"  and  called  upon 
all  other  schools  to  follow 
their  example. 

Still  cheering  the  assembly 
dispersed  and  taking  im- 
mediate  advantage  of  their 
new  liberty,  repaired  to  the 
playground. 

Doubtlessly  this  splendid 
life  would  have  proved  itself 
the  key  to  happiness,  only  the 
conspirators  counted  without 
their  enemies,the  occupants  of 
the  common-room,  who  had  no 
Intention  of  remaining  there 
the  rest  of  their  lives.  Un- 
fcrtunately  for  the  juvenile 
revolutionists,  the  Headmaster 
possessed  a  key  to  the  com- 
mon-room door  with  which  it 
did  not  take  him  long  to  jpen 
it.  The  remainder  of  the  story 
you  will  be  able  to  supply 
yourself.

port  in  the  R School 

Monthly:  "Order  was  im- 
mediately  resLored  by  the 
Headmaster,  the  masters  and 
the  prefects.  The  ringleaders 
were  severely  punished,  while 
the  other  malefactors  were  re- 
primanded.

Under  the   good   guidancs   of 
the     teachers     the     boy      is 
introduced  to  an  ever  growing 
num'ber     of    interesting    and 
useful  su'bjects.     During  the 
course  of  his  education  there 
occas>ionally   crops    up    a   dry 
and    tedious    part,    but    it    is 
indispensa'blc,    as    it    usually 
serves  as  a  prelude  to  a  more 
complicated    and    interesting 
section,  thus  insuring  a  sure 
ground  beforehand.     As  time 
goes  on  the  iboy^s  knowledge 
increases,  he  aquires  a  broader 
outlook.    Then  comes  the  final 
term  in  school.

We  were  returning  from  a 
mine  inspection  in  the 
soLithern  part  of  the  Taiga 
district  of  Yenissei  State  in 
Siberia,  and  as  i't  was 
necessary  to  investigate  the 
river  communication,  we  left 
our  horses  at  a  small  village.

TRAMWAYS 

By  Kurt  Spitzer 
Form  IV 

'*What  are  tramways  for?" 
The  natural  answer  to  this,  is 
of  course.:  "Trams  are  used 
to  convey  people  from  one 
place  to  another." 

But  there  are  other  answers, 
too.  For  instance,  "Trams 
give  boxers,  who  possess  no 
punching-bags,  the  possibility 
of  training,  by  getting  them 
show  to  their  prowess 
on  the  crowds,  waiting 
for  trams.  "Then,  there 
are  still  two  more  answers: 
"Conductors  and  inspectors 
earn  their  living  by  the  wages 
they  get,  but  mostly  by 
«tqueezing"  and  "Pickpockets 
make  quite  a  lot  of  money 
when  there  is  a  big  crowd." 
Now  that  I  have  given  a  few 
answers  to  the  above  question, 
let  me  go  into  them  in  detail. 

Experience  and  strength 
are  the  main  points  of 
strategy,  without  which  there 
is  only  a  slim  chance  of  get- 
ting into  a  tram.  As  I  have 
to  ride  in  trams  daily,  I  have 
gathered  quite  a  loit  of  ex-| 
perience  and  I  will  therefore 
describe  a  voyage  in  a  No.  8 
tramcar  from  the  Bund  to 
Hongkew.  When  I  came  to 
the  Bund  there  were  crowds 
of  people  Standing  at  the 
Station — a  usual  sight.  No.  2 
trams  came  one  after  another, 
but  no  No.  8.  At  last,  after 
ten  minutes,  a  No.  8  happen- 
ed  to  arrive.  When  the  people, 
who  came  to  the  Bund  in  this 
tram,  had  left  it,  the  trami, 
made  its  turn  and  there  was 
a  general  rush  for  it.  This 
has  to  'be  done  with  exceed- 
ingly  good  judgement,  be- 
cause,  if  you  are  only  a  foot 
away  from  the  entrance,  you 
might  not  be  able  to  get  in 
and  would  have  to  wait  for 
another  tram.  The  tram  stops 
just  before  you  and  you  smile 
as  if  you  had  won  a  fortune. 
When  you  have  obtained  a 
seat  for  yourself  in  the  tram, 
you  have  the  priviledge  of 
seeing  boxing-fights.  First, 
there  are  the  preliminaries, 
i.e.  the  stronger  ones  knock 
out  the  weaker  ones  and  forge 
onwards  to  the  entrance. 
There  all  the  strong  ones  meet 
and  the  fights  become  more 
and  more  exciting  until  the 
best  two  clash  at  the  door — 
the  main  event.  When  the 
tram  is  filled  and  begins  to 
move,  the  victims  inspect 
their  clothes  to  look  for  losses 
and  damages.  A  few  have 
black  eyes,  the  buttons  of 
some  coats  are  missing 
and  a  few  passengers 
have  holes  in  their  coats. 
After  a  while  the  conductor 


comes,  takes  your  fare  and 
refuses  to  give  you  a  ticket. 
To  prevent  this  "Squeezing" — 
as  it  is  called  in  Shanghai, 
the  Tramway  Company  has 
hired  inspectors,  but  they, 
too,  are  on  the  conductor's 
side.  They  receive  quite  a 
lot  of  money  from  the  con- 
ductors  for  "keeping  their 
mouths  shut.*'  A  few  weeks 
ago  the  Shanghai  Electric 
Construotion  Company  pub- 
lished  statistics  which  showed 
that  of  1661  tram  conductors, 
there  are  only  five  who  are 
honet. 

Other  people  who  profit  by 
the  crowded  trams  are  the 
pickpockets.  While  the  people 
are  fighting  to  get  into  the 
tram,  the  pickpockets  are 
using  this  time  for  letting 
their  fingers  stray  into  othdr 
people's  pockets.  One  day 
the  tram  was  very  crowded 
and  when  I  came  home  1 
found  that  my  purse  was 
gone.  I  was  very  upset  as  it 
contained  my  residents. 
certificate  and  some  money. 
However,  just  as  I  was  going 
to  report  the  loss  of  my  re- 
residents  certificate,  I  received 
a  letter  from  the  post-office 
stating  that  the  certificate 
had  been  thrown  into  a  letter- 
box and  that  I  should  come  to- 
fetch  it.  The  pickpocket  who 
had  stolen  my  purse  had  re- 
turned  the  certificate  by 
throwing  it  into  the  letter-box. 
I  must  say,  these  pickpockets 
are  really  gentlemen. 

At  the  writing  of  these 
lines  many  changes  have  oc- 
cured  to  improve  the  traffic 
Situation.  At  all  the  big 
Station«  people  have  to  stand 
in  lines  so  as  to  enter  the 
trams  without  fighting.  Box- 
ers who  have  no  punching- 
bags  will  therefore  not  be 
able'  to  train  themselves  on 
the  crowds  anymore  and  good 
fights  will  not  be  seen  at  the 
tram-stations,  but  only  at 
the  Auditorium.  Thus  the 
Shanghai  Electric  Con- 
struction  Co.  is  doing  its  best 
to  improve  conditions  and  if 
the  Company  will  continue 
with  its  efforts,  in  a  short 
time  the  traflflc  problem  will 
not  be  a  problem  anymore.

THE  SCHOOL-MASTER

Mr  Cannon  returned  home 
in  one  of  his  best  moods.  The 
day  was  sunny  and  bright 
and  moreover  he  had  just  re- 
ceived  an  invitation  to  St. 
Peter's  colleoge.  Cannon 
happily  rubbed  his  hands ;  yes, 
he  could  feel  that  today  was 
his  lucky  day,  his  wish  had 
been  fulfilled.

manager  of  the  printing  de- 
partment  who  teils  us  when 
to  fetch  our  first  proof. 

This  proof,  sometimes  callGd 
galley-proof,  consists  of  long 
narrow    strips    of    paper    on 
which  the  articles  are  printed 
in  a  column,  just  like  a  news- 
paper  column.     The  printing 
is   done   in   linotype,   that   is, 
the  letters  are  cast  in  molten 
lead,  a  column  in  width.    The 
machine    used    for    this    is    a 
hugs   and  complicated   thing, 
having  a  small  boiler  behind, 
in  which  the  lead  is  brought 
up  to  melting  point.    In  front 
there   are   three    sets   of   the 
aiphabet,  one  in  ordinary  size, 
this   one   is   used   for   the   In 
Uno,    another    one    in    italics 
and  the  third  one  is  in  a  dif- 
ferent  size.    The  man  running 
the  machine  sits  in  front  of 
it  and  types  out  the  articles 
on  one   of  the  three  sets  of 
type,  like  on  an  ordinary  type- 
•writter  and   on  the   left   side 
of  the  machine  the   uniform 
pieces   of  lead   on  which   the 
letters    are    cast    come    out, 
ready    for    the    proof.      The 
whole  column  of  lead  is  then 
smeared  with  printers  ink  on 
the  lettered   side  and   a  long 
Slip  of  paper  is  put   over  it. 
A  heavy  roller  rolls  over  the 
paper  and  w.hen  the  paper  is 
taken  out  the  article  is  print- 
ed on  the  paper  and  this  is 
called  the  rfirst  proof. 

The  proof  is  fetched  from 
the    Evening    Post    by    our 


school  to  be  corrected.  As 
soon  as  the  proof  has  been 
corrected  it  is  returned  to  tho] 
Evening  Post  and  the 
necessary  corrections  are 
made.  On  each  paper  of  the 
proof  there  are  a  few  articles 
and  these  have  to  be  separat- 
ed  and  every  article  is 
numbersd  with  the  number 
that  is  printed  on  top  of  each 
sheet  so  the  printer  can  find 
the  article  wit.h  ease.  The 
separated  articles  are  stuck 
on  to  an  old  copy  of  the  paper 
in  columns  so  that  it  can  be 
spaced  out  properly.  Whcn 
this  is  done  the  paper  with 
the  articles  stuck  on  is  ready 
for  the   printing  press. 

The  columns  of  type  which 
are  kept  'by  the  Evening  Post 
are  bound  together  just  as 
the  articles  are  stuck  on  the 
paper  and  are  puti  into  the 
printing  press.  •  The  clean 
paper  rolls  into  the  press  and 
out  comes  the  In  Uno  printed 
on  one  side.  The  type  in  the 
press  is  then  changed  and  the 
rest  of  the  paper  is  printed. 
The  edges  are  cut  straight  and 
the  ordered  amount  of  copies 
are  wrapped  up,  paid  for  by 
our  ibusiness  manager  and 
brought  to  school,  where  they 
are  distributed  to  the  boys 
and  girls  of  the  P.T.H. 

Some  of  those  reading  this 
article,  especially  people  who 
know  a  lot  aibout  printing  may 
find  a  few  faults  with  this 
article  and  these  people  I  wish 
to  remind  that  "to  err  is 
human."

Discipline  In  Schools. 

Discipline  is  one  of  the  most 
important  factors  in  school- 
life,  and  it  is  n^essary  to 
ensure  the  smooth  running 
of  a  school.  It  is  not  only 
necessary  to  the  school  itself, 
but  for  the  boys  too,  a«  it 
prei>ares  them  for  the  walks 
and  ways  of  life. 

The  teachers  and  prefects 
who  enforce  discipline  are 
often  hated  by  the  pupils,  but 
in  the  long  run  the  students 
understand  that  it  is  for  their  j 
own  good,  that  discipline  is| 
enforced.  Sometimes  they  do 
not  realise  this  they  are  in 
school,  but  later  on  when  they 
are  working  somewhere,  they 
understand  that  the  discipline 
in  school  taught  them  ti  be 
punctual,  to  take  Orders  from 
their  superiors,  and  many 
Ol  her  things.  The  teachers 
are  not,  as  some  boys  believe, 
monsters,  who  get  pleasure 
out  of  punishing  the  students. 
In  fact,  they  are  sometimes 
siriT  that  they  have  to  punish 
a  boy,  to  uphold  the  school 
rules. 

These  rules  anl  regulalions 
are  by  no  means  set  down  to 
torcure  the  boys,  but  to  make 
them  fit  to  be  members  of  a 
Community  to  which  they  will 
belong  in  life.  Boys  are 
taught  to  observe  the  school 
rules,  as  such  boys  who  are 
unruly  and  who  break  them 
just  for  the  fun  of  it,  are 
only  a  nuisance  to  teachers 
and  classmates  alike  and  they 
will  also  annoy  their  fellow 
beings  in  their  life  after 
school.,,  „ 


Punishments  given  by  mas- 
ters  depend  largely  upon  the 
boys.  Caning,  lines  and  deten- 
tion  are  the  most  common 
ones  in  Shanghai.  For  some 
students  the  caning  is  ab- 
solutely  useless,  because 
after  the  first  two  canings 
they  lose  their  fear  of  it  and 
behave  just  as  before.  With 
others  the  caning  has  a  great 
effect,  as  they  are  ashamed 
to  go  to  the  headmaster  or 
whoever  is  administering  it, 
for  the  punishment,  and  with 
them  it  has  the  power  to 
change  their  habits  from  bad 
to  good. 

From  all  this  it  can  be  seen 
that,  to  prepare  a  boy  for  his 
future  as  a  member  of 
a  Community  he  must  get 
used  to  discipline  anl  the  ob- 
servance  of  rules,  and  that 
is  why  discipline  is  and  has 
to  be  strictly  enforced  in 
schools.  ,

DRAMATICS

Drama  is  a  composition  in 
verse,  or  prose,  or  both  with 
characters  and  a  succession  of 
scenes,  representing  some 
story.  Thespis  and  his  car 
give  US  the  first  crude  form  of 
the  drama.  Then  we  have  the 
virile  developments  shown  in 
the  Greek  drama  with  its  two 
branches,  tragedy  and  comedy. 
After  the  classic  days  of 
Greece  and  Rome,  the  drama 
lost  much  of  its  power,  and  in 
the  "miracle  plays"  and 
"moralities"  of  the  Middle 
Ages  we  find  little  of  real 
dramatic  force.  In  England 
there  was  the  splendid 
dramatic  revival  with  Mar- 
lowe,  Shakespeare  and  other 
famous  Elizabethans.  The 
subsequent  distinct  English 
dramatic  periods  are  those  of 
the  Restoration,  noted  for  its 
licentiousness,  and  the  Geor- 
gian  in  which  Goldsmith, 
Colman,  Sheridan  and  other 
dramatists  took  part.  In  more 
recent  times  the  drama  has 
undergone  notable  develop- 
ments, passing  from  the 
drama  to  opera  and  from 
opera  to  musical  comedy.

As  it  is  well  known,  dis- 
cretion  is  an  affair  of  honour.

It  is  understood  that  upon 
reading  this  advertisement, 
all  the  philatelists  of  Phila- 
tucky searched  for  the  desired 
stamp,  but  to  no  avail.  Upon 
looking  up  many  catalogues, 
the  philatelists  were  surprised 
to   find  that   no  such   stamp 


was  listed.  Finally  they  de- 
cided  to  go  to  Mr.  Sharper 
and  question  him  about  the 
stamp.  Accordingly  they  went 
to  the -Ambassador  and  asked 
for  an  interview  with  Mr. 
Sharper.  He  received  them  in 
his  luxurious  room  and  told 
them  the  following  story: — 

When  making  philatelistic 
researches  in  the  British  Post- 
Archives  the  EngHshman 
found  out  by  chance  that 
some  of  the  then  valid  six 
penny  stamps  had,  by  error, 
been  printed  in  green  instead 
of  lilac.  Instructions  were 
immediately  given  to  recall 
the  already  printed  stock.  It 
so  happened  that  the  sheets 
were  already  delivered  to 
some  Post  Offices,  but  they 
succeeded  in  recovering  the 
greater  part  of  the  stock.  Only 
one  sheet  had  been  sold  to  a 
commercial  house.  They  got 
at  once  into  Communications 
with  the  firm  and  succeeded  in 
retrieving  the  greater  part  of 
the  sheet.

Unless  the  lady  of 
the  house  is  an  expert  in  jiu- 
overpowered  immediately,  and 
before  she  realises  it,  he  has 
sold  her  a  lot  of  useless  trash 
and  departed  with  half  her 
budget.  These  men  are  ex- 
tremely  dangerous,  as  only 
about  three  visits  suffice  to 
leave  the  family  entirely 
bankrupt.

RACKETS  were  flourishingr  as  never  before.  You  want  to  rent  an  apartment?  Certainly.  my 
Dear  Sir.  but  "KEY-  MONEY"  on  the  table.  At  the  culmination  of  this  racket  a  fairly  big  flat  cost  ?5 
grold  bars  in  key  money  and  small.  dismal  rooms  with  practically  no  accomodations  were  sublet  for 
outragreous  sums  in  addition  to  the  initial  key  -  money.  As  it  was  an  illegal  business  it  went  under 
various  names:  *'Furniture.  fixtures  to  be  taken  over".  And  you  paid  your  gold  bars  for  three  old,  rickety 
chairs  and  a  crooked  lampshade.  Of  course  Military  Neces?ity  was  a  good  partner  to  the 
key  -  money  racketeers.  Well  -  you  could  take  it  or  leave  it  Most  people  took  it. 
For  a  Short  period  Shanghai  suffered  under  a  most  unusual  racket :  The  CASH  racket.  If  you  could 
not  produce  cash.  a  cheque  will  do.  but  plus  25%  to  40%!  It  was  CAS-H  ONLV  ' 
bad  for  everybody,  but  a  windfall  for  shops,  brokers  and  bank  -  clerks. 
More  amusing  was  the  tram  -  ticket  racket.  If  you  handed  the 
conductor  a  big  note,  hewas  very  sorry.  but  he    had    no   change.     With  <^| 

the  prevailmg  rush  on   trams  and    buses   conductors    made    quite  a    bit 

on   this  trick    and    they   eked   out  their  income  by  stationing   colleagues   at  the  tram-stops.   who   politely 

asked  for  your  ticket.     Why  only  use  a  ticket  once?  Suckers:  Tram-company  and  tram-nders.

It  mformed  "Dear  Sir  and  Madam"  in  urbane  terms  that  high  living  costs 
had  led  them  to  the  bad  conduct  of  squeezing  a  few  papers  and  suggested  the  special  favour  of 
cumshaw.  for  which  separate  receipt  would  be  given.      Shanghai  smiied  and  paid. 

Toward  the  end  of  1944  a  change  set  in  on  the  local  crime  front,  and  official  circles  attributed  this  to 
the  fact  that  "unlawful  Clements  are  giving  up  armed  robberies  and  professional  assassinations  for  the 
more  lucrative  occupation  of  profiteering."  {Shanghai  Times,  23.  12.  1944)  No  morefurcoat  snatching. 
hold-ups  for  a  lady's  pants  or  her  bag,  bicycles  were  fairly  safe.  rubber  tyres  were  hardly  worth 
robbing     ....     Shanghai  got  profiteering-minded,  and  HOW  ! !

GodAlmighty and  cars  are  indiscrinninately  allowed  to  pass! 
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On  May  8.  1943  about  20.000  Central  European  Jews 
were  seggregated  in  Hongkew  in  two  Square  kilorne- 
ters.  So  the  clever  "Jude  -  men"  -  as  the  Chinese 
call  them  -  created  a'nr)iniature  European  city  among 
ruins  and  actually  nnade  it  a  kind  of  tourist  attraction.  In 
Hongkew  you  can  buy  and  seil  everything.  Precious 
crystals  and  silverware  from  the  old  country  are  neatly 
arranged  in  diminutive  Windows.  Cafes  and  restaurants 
serve  first  -  class  coffee  and  cakes.     You  settle  and  read

However.  the  "Jude  -  man"  belongs  to  a  strong 
race.  Through  centur.es  his  System  has  developed  anti-toxms  to  hardships.  He  wants  to  survive.  And  he  did. 
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THE    GOOD     RICE    OF     THE    GOOD     EARTH  is  never  quite  suff.cient  for  Chinas  teeming 

millions,  and  then  thcre   are  wars,  drougrhts. 
floods,  co-prosperity  etc.  etc.

For  over  900  dreary  days  and  nights  some  5  6000  "Red  arnr^band"  -  people  did  the  sänne  nnonotonous 
routine  in  Camps  in  and  around  Shanghai.  Behmd  barbed  wire.  closely  watched  by  Japanese  guards, 
they  marked  time.  But  they  did  not  despair.  They  never  lost  faith  and  they  pulled  through  -  most  of 
them,  anyway.  The  problenns  of  daily  life  becanne  of  overpowermg  importance.  Food  especially. 
For  those  who  did    not  get  parcels    fronn    outside    contacts.    things  were  pretty   tough.      For   even    if   a 


bi£  beetroot  is  delicious,  it  is  hardly  enough 

for  tiffin,  nor  is   a  quarter   pound    potatoes, 

one    onion    and    a   few    slices    of     lilyroot. 

Belts  were  then  tightened,  dresses  changed 

on    this    diet   "a  la    Hollywood"  but  wiihout 

the  charm  of  Vitamins.     One  police  officer. 

who  volunteered  as  a  cook,   lost  46  pounds 

in  one     month.      But    never    mind.      When 

parcels  arrived,  from  the  Red  Gross,  or   fronn   friends.   forgottan   was   the    creepino^    nneat   and   the    bread 

which  was  really  not  quite   bad.     In  fact,   says    an    mrnate,    it    could   even   sometimes    be  eaten !  And 

marnnalade.  coffee,  kippers.  American  cigarettes.  etc.  were  a  thousand  -  fold   appreciated  by  people  who 

were  learningr  what  it  i=;  to  be  have  -  nots. 

The  camps  had  their  own  orchestras,  and  gramophones.      Irrepressible  youth  enjoyed  dancing  and  flirting 

on  Saturday  evenings.      For  the  theatre  -  minded  there  were  modern  plays,    Noel   Coward,    etc.    Nor  was 


^ 
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cultural  Itfe  neglected.  Books,  lectures  and  discussions  kepl  the  grey  matter  alive.  What  about  the 
lecture  "inside  the  Atom"?  A  gaping  audience  was  held  thrallbound.  though  little  did  they  realise  what 
part  this  midget  was  ffoingr  to  play  in  their  lives,  as  in  the  lives  of  the  whole  world. 

And  do  not  think  they  were  cut  off  from  the  outside  world.  If  anything,  they  knew  better  than  those 
outside.  In  one  camp  clever  hands  fitted  up  a  short  -  wave  receiver  in  a  toy  motorcar  For  the  benefit 
of  another  centre  two  young  Russian  boys  were  singsonging  the  news  of  the  world,  while  dangüng  slowly 
^longthe  fence.  And  then,  of  course.  there  was  always  the  Shanghai  Times!  Life  floated  by.  A  few 
couples  were  married,  babies  were  born  and  death  took  its  evitable  or  inevitable  toll. 
Was  it  a  mis.rable  life?  Hardly.  Only  their  prison  was  more  limited  than  that  of  the  European  emigrants 
in  Hongkew.  or  than  Shanghai  as  a  whole.  And,  of  course,  in  addition  there  were  the  Japanese  guards. 
At  roll  -  calls  you  had  better  stand  striotly  at  attention  or  you  got  a  slap  or  two  across  your  face,  occa- 
sionally  even  a  kick.  One  camp  was  considering  to  form  a  club  of  face  -  slapoed  internees,  but  gave 
it    up.     Not    exciusive   enough.     But    they    gave   the  guards  nicknames    like     Napoleon,     Poison    Ivy 

and   Pale  Face. 

How  to  keep  law  and  order?     The  Internees  formed  their  own  police  force  and  sentenced   miscreants  to 


vanous  punishments.     A   Court  of  Equity   could   caut.on.   caut.on   severely.   deprive  of   camp  fac.llties 
or  rations.and  even  report  to  the  Home-grovernment.    More  len.ent  was  the  verd.ct    wh.ch    ordered^ 
purloiner  of  camp  -  funds  to   get   up  at   6  o"  dock   and   collect 
pebbles   on   a   wheelbarrow  two  hours  for  several  weeks.  An 
occasional  visitof  to  a   Camp  sometimes    got    a    whiff    of 
Vodka   or    Kauliangr  when   interviewing   a    campee.      How 

come?    Across    the    fence,    of    course.     The    "over    the 

fence"    traffic,    illegal    and   alluring,    was    immense.      \i 

found  out.  too  bad.     If  not.  goodie  goodie.     The  call  of 

the  Oiitside  wa$  irresistible.     Over  the  fence  and   you 

are  a  free  man.     Yes,  but  not  for  very    long,    and   the 

rest  of  the  camp  had  to  suffer.      But    there  were  other 

ways     and    means.     Surprismg     the      number      of

Long 
separated    lovers    enjoyed    their    stolen    happiness      üh    yes.    even     camp    live    and    sickness    had     its 

compensations. . 

Weeks.  months.  and  years  sneaked  by  tili  one  bricht  day  a  bomb  feil  -  and  that  was  the  Atomic  Bomb!
